The difference in the item of salaries for the two years 
is not due to any real saving effected during the year by 
way of reduction of establishment or of salaries, but 
to the cause adverted to in para 11 of the Beportfor 10(54, 
viz. that the investment on account of the superannuation 
fund was less than in 1064. The diminished expenditure 
under clothing is due to the absence of such an expensive 
item as water-proof capes, the supply of which was com¬ 
pleted in 1064. 

17. Distributed over the population, the cost of the 
Police conies to 2 clis. l - 2 cash. The average annual cost 
of a Policeman calculated for the strength on the last day 
of the year was 110 Bs. 20 chs. 7'2 cash. The cost in the 
Madras Police appears to have been 172 Bs. in 1889. 
It has, however, to lie observed that in the cost calculated 
for the Travancore Police no account has been taken of 
the cost of buildings, stationery, &c.

If the 
popularity of the seryice may, to any slight extent, be gaug¬ 
ed by the number of desertions and resignations, it cannot 
be said that the service is very attractive, the number of 
men returned as having ceased their connection with the 
force from both the causes rising higher each vear since

The total number of men thus departmentally dealt 
with was 763 or 11 less than in 1061. In the rank of 
Inspectors, the number punished during the year was 27 
against 35 in 1064. Two Inspectors however had to be 
dismissed, against one in the previous year.

The wide disproportion between the 
fOures for the'two years in respect to persons and proper¬ 
ty j s more apparent than real and is duo to a modification 
of the method of calculating the figures for 1005, which is 
thus explained by the .Superintendent of Police. Hitherto, 
the figures returned as persons arrested simply denoted the 
number of persons brought to trial and the amount of the 
pvopertr lost was arrived at by excluding from computa¬ 
tion the undetected eases. 'In .the Madras Presidency it 
would appear that a different system of calculation obtains 
muler which all persons arrested, wbeuever, wherever and 
for whatever causes are brought under the heading of per¬ 
sons arrested, and property lost, reckoned property in un¬ 
detected cases also. The system followed in Madras lias 
been adopted here in making calculations in these two res¬ 
pects for the year’s report. "There are” Mr. Bensley writes 
“ objections to the last mode of calculation as some of the 
pending undetected cases arc pretty sure to bo false, hut 
the non-recovery of the property is put down to the discredit 
of the Police. .For instance in the present returns, two 
cases involving over 5,000 Rs were very doubtful cases 
ami both, have since been referred as false, though in one 
case the Magistrate lias not approved of the recommenda¬ 
tion of the Police to treat it as false. The only reason for 
adopting this mode of calculation is that it is in accordance 
with the system adopted in Madras.”

Quilon ranks tlie foremost, -followed very closely by 
Kottayam, as regards detection and conviction, and Trivan¬ 
drum in respect to the value of property recovered, Padina- 
nabapuram occupying the last place in all these respects. 
Tlie remarks made in para 38 of the report for 100-3 apply 
however to this division. 

34. The number of cases pending investigation by the 

v Police at the end of the year was 57 

* against 61 at the close of 1004. Nearly • 

half the pending cases were ifl tlie Kofctayam division ; of 
the total arrears, 25 were cases of house-breaking and theft 
by day, 12 of ordinary thefts, 3 of murder, 1 of culpable 
homicide and 16 of other offences. Looking at the time 
for which they have been pending, it is observed that 10 
cases were pending below one month, 11 between 1 and 2 
months, 3 between 2 and 3 months and 27 above 0 mouths. 
It is satisfactory to note that With a heavier file, the Police 
got through 99'0 per cent of their work against 98T per cent 
in 1004, leaving fewer arrears as undetected cases. With 
reference to a remark made in one of the newspapers that. 
our returns omitted to record cases in which no sufficient 
evidence was procured by the Police, the .Superintendent 
observes:— 

“ This was ail entirely gratuitous assumption and 
“ without- foundation, all cases brought upon our registers 
“ are entered in the returns, and all cases are included either 
“ under charged, referred, or undetected, the cases mention- 
“ ed above being considered as undetected.”

55. The percentage of conviction shows a slight in¬ 
crease and that of acquittal a Satisfactory decrease. But 
the percentage of persons discharged for want of evidence 
in cases charged by the Police shows an increase of 2\o. 
In this connection, it may be mentioned, with reference to 
the remarks made in para 20 of the Madras Government 
Review of the last year’s Report, regarding the preponder¬ 
ance of acquittals in that year, that the matter has received 
the attention of His Highness’ Government. The High 
Court attribute this result to “ both the causes referred to 
by the Madras Government, viz. ‘imperfect detection on 
the part of the Police’ and ‘misplaced leniency on the

part of Magistrates ’ and also to the absence of a proper 
agency to conduct prosecutions of a public nature before 
flip Magistracy. ” They state “ We- are unable to suggest 
any particular remedy for this unsatisfactory state of 
things; but if the Magistracy, before whom important 
warrant cases come up for enquiry or trial would hot use 
all the powers vested, in them by law for the elucidation of 
truth, and if the work of the Sircar Vakils in the Sessions 
court be more effectually supervised, it may go a long way 
towards remedying the evil at least partially. ” The at¬ 
tention of the Magistrates and the Head Sircar Vakil lias 
been drawn to this and the Superintendent of Police 1ms 
been called upon to direct his subordinates to use proper 
care in the preparation of cases sent up to 'the Magistracy.

• It may be noted that of the persons charged with of¬ 
fences in 1064, the creed and sex of 863 persons not haying 
been ascertained, the classification was confined to the re¬ 
mainder, while all the persons charged in the . year under 
review are included in the above classification. It will be 
seen that the inale population contributed 1 out of 31 
and the female population 1 out of 399 persons against 
1 out of 32 and 1 out of 430 respectively in 1064. Talcing 
the difevent creeds, the Jews who form only an insigni¬ 
ficant portiou of the population were charged with no offen¬ 
ces during the two years. The Mahomedans contributed 1 out 
of 28 persons, the Christians 1 out of 45 persons and the 
Hindoos l" out of 68 persons against one out of 31, 51 and 
69 respectively, 'in the preceding year. 

57. Of the total number of persons charged, 2,507 males 
and 234 females or a total of 2741 persons were juveniles, 
against 825, 55 and 880, respectively, in 1064.

59. The percentage o! persons punished with fine only 
shows a decrease, while there is a slight increase in the 
percentage of those punished with imprisonment only. 
Of the persons fined during the year, the fines inflicted 
upon 4,851 or 98-4 per cent were 50 Es. and less, those on 
75' ranged between 50 and 200 Es. and only two persons 
were fined in sums exceeding 200 Es. Regarding the 
imprisonment awarded by Magistrates, the High Court 
remark “ Though the number of persons sentenced to 
imprisonment during the year exceeded such number in 
the preceding year by 105, yet the increase was -ex¬ 
clusively in the number of- persons sentenced to imprison¬ 
ment ’below one month, while the number of persons 
sentenced to longer terms of imprisonment showed only' a 
decrease as compared with 1064.”

61. There was a/marked increase in several of the 
heinous offences, such as murder, culpable homicide 
not amounting to murder, extortion, robbery, mischief by 
fire, house-breaking, giving or fabricating false evidence 
and other offences against public justice. There was, 
however, a decrease incases of attempt at suicide, kid¬ 
napping, criminal misappropriation, criminal breach of 
trust, forgery and offences relating to coins, weights and 
measures. It may also be noted that 62'7 per cent of the 
persons accused of offences were -charged only with petty 
offences more or less connected with disputed possession of 
property such as criminal trespass, assault, mischief, &c. 

62. Fifty-four persons were charged with murder and

13 Mahomedans and 7, including a 
woman, were Christians. Of these, 44 were committed to 
the Sessions courts on charges of murder and ojie on a 
charge of hurt. * The remaining 9 were discharged by the 
Magistrates. 41 of those committed were tried by the 
Sessions courts'on charges of murder and 3 on -other 
charges; 25 of the. former were convicted and the 
remaining 16 acquitted. Of the 25 persons convicted, 20 
were found guilty of murder by the Sessions courts and 
sentenced to death or imprisonment for life and their 
sentences referred to the High Court for confirmation. 




Of these, 12, persons were convicted by the High Court 
of murder and 3 only of minor crimes. Pour were acquit* 
ted. and the case against the remaining one was pending 
in ihe High Court at the close of the year.

It will.be seen that 61‘7 per cent of the thefts, 67'o 
per cent of the robberies and 53’3 per cent of the dacoities 
were in gardens and paddy lands; 3l - 7, 18*0 and 3(5*0 per 
cent respectively were in dwelling-InJuses-; and only G'(i, 
14‘5 and 9'S per cent respectively on higli-ways. Taking 
the value of the property stolen into account, it is found 
that in 62-7 per cent of the thefts, 04-fl per cent of the 
robberies, and 80'4 per cent of the dacoities, the value 
was below o Es.; while in only 1-0 per cent of thefts and 
2’2 per cent of dacoities did the value exceed SOU Es. 
There was only one case of robbery in which the value of the 
property stolen was above 100 Es., and no case in which it 
exceeded p00 Es. Of the 92 cases of dacoity affecting 
683 persons charged before the Magistracy, only 11 cases 
affecting 47 persons were^ committed for trial to Sessions 
Courts; and of these only 4 eases affecting 14 persons 
ended in conviction.

The number charged was considerably less than that 
of the preceding year, the decrease being 103 or 28*4 per 
cent ; while the number convicted showed an increase, 
being 58 or 22'3 per cent of the number charged against 
53 or 14*6 per cent in 1064. This is satisfactory in so far 
as-it indicates a marked decrease in the number of false 
or frivolous prosecutions against public servants. The 
majority of the persons charged and convicted were as 
usual servants drawing below 10 Es. per mensem, the 
percentage being of those charged, 85, and of those con¬ 
victed, 77'().

1,192 calendars-; and also disposed of 190 petitions under 
section 297 of tile Criminal Procedure Code, 47 references 
from the Sessions Judges and District Magistrates on points 
of law and procedure, 13 applications for transfer of cases 
from one court to another and 22 miscellaneous petitions.

Under all the heads the average cost of a convict has 
-been more than that for 1064, it being remarkably sojirtho 
case of dieting and clothing, the charges under which head 
for the two years 1064 and 1065 were 31 Rs. 13 chs 4 cash 
and 39 Rs: 15 chs. 10 cash respectively. This latter' was 
-due to the higher contract prices of provisions. There is 
no doubt that convict life is made very comfortable, in the 
Central Jail and the men are as a rule jvell nourished and. 
sleek. It is a question whether mutton and dholl should form 
part of their food. These articles do not as a rule enter 
"into the diet of the lower classes who contribute most to 
the convict population. These as well as oil for the pri¬ 
soners’ baths, were introduced only in recent years. The 
convicts here get also three meals a day, while the ordinary 
free laborer scarcely gets two goocLmeals. The whole sub¬ 
ject of Jail management will shortly come under careful 
enquiry and consideration.

.103. It will be seen from the above statement that the 
earnings of the convicts from intramural labor are put 
down at Rs. 5,595-8 chs. 14§ cash. The extramural labor 
may be assessed at Rs. 9,458 chs. 14. The total earnings 
under these two heads amount to Rs. 15,053 chs. 22 cash 14 
against an expenditure of Rs. 33,951 chs. 15 cash 10 on 
account of the’Central Jail.. . 

104. On a careful consideration of the statistics called > 
for'in-reference to the proposal to abolish the District Jail* 
at Quilon and transfer the prisoners located there to the 
Central Jail, there does not appear much room to doubt 
that the scheme economically will not be a success, as the 
charges here are heavier than those at Quilon, Provision 
will also have to be made at Quilon for supplying free la¬ 
bor for the work now done by the convicts and for enlarged 
accommodation in the Central Jail .which will cost, a large 
outlay. The scheme will therefore be. held in abeyance ' 
till the whole system of Jail management is carefully en¬ 
quired into. _ • 




105. Original Jurisdiction. The total number of origi-

18 males and one out of every 166 females, or, taking males 
»il4 females together, one out of every 32 persons was

pect of the number as well as the percentage of the appeals 
disposed of.

The Trevandrum Zillah court 
has the shortest duration in contested suits and Quilon the 
longest. Taking the contested and non-contested together, 
Alleppey lias the shortest and Nagercoil the longest dura¬ 
tion. There was a vast improvement in the duration of 
appeals in every court except Alleppey, in which court, 
however, the time taken, though longer than in the previous 
year, was shorter than that in Trevandrum. The duration 
of appeals was shortest in the Nagercoil 'court and longest 
at Trevandrum.

Messrs.-Mara- 
gatlia Yelu Mudaliar and -.Krishna Pillay acted as Zillah 
Judges for only a portion of the year. Messrs. Pudma- 
nabha Iyer and Ramalingum Iyer disposed of 195 original 
.suits and 846 appeals, and 176-original suits afid 553 ap¬ 
peals respectively. The. disposals of-these two Judges 
exceeded the minimum work prescribed. Mr. Jaganatha 
Rao disposed of 131 appeals in. excess of the prescribed 
minimum, but his original work fell short of the minimum 
by 5 cases.

E. INSTRUCTION. 

E D UCATION AL DEPARTMENT. 


417. The schools iu the State, English, Anglo-Verna¬ 
cular and Vernacular are of three classes :—Government, 
Government, aided aud Private. 

418. (a) The English and. Anglo- 

VemfcuiOTsdioolf 10 Vernacular schools, supported entirely 
or in part by Government, consist of:— 

(l) the Htate College at Trevandrum with its ad¬ 
juncts the High and Preparatory schools, all under the 
manag’ement of a European Principal, who is assisted by 4 
professors and a sufficient staff of teachers; 

' (2)' 22 State District schools and 5 aided schools un¬ 
der the control of a Superintendent, who corresponds di¬ 
rectly with the Government, but consults the Principal of 
tlie College, who is also the Director of English education, 
in all important matters, so that the system of instruction 
may be uniform and' promotions to the High School and 
College carefully regulated; 

(3) the, English Government Girls’ school at Tre¬ 
vandrum under a Lady Superintendent, who has indepen¬ 
dent charge of it aud corresponds direct with the Govern¬ 
ment ; an d 

(4) the Zenana Mission Girls’ School in the Fort, 
Trevandrum, which receives a grant, but is not subject to 
inspection or control by anj- of the above. 

419. .(h) The Vernacular branch consists of 227 Go- 
„ . vernment schools and 1,007 aided 

omacu .u st oo s. sc i 100 i s un( j er the management of the 
Director of Vernacular Education, who again is indepen¬ 
dent of the Director of English Education and is subordi¬ 
nate only to the Government. Two of the Government 
schools are training institutions for teachers, one for males 
84d the other for females.

420. (o) Tlie private schools, English and* Vernacular,” 

Private schools. 110 ^ reoe i v ™g State aid, are generally 
conducted by native and mission agen¬ 
cies. They are not, (with the exception of a few verna¬ 
cular schools) under inspection by Government educational 
officers, and submit no returns except-a bare statement, at 
the end of the year, showing the numbers On' -the register 
and the average daily attendance. From the statistics thus 
furnished, there were in the year under report 1,054 pri¬ 
vate schools in all in the State, of which 54 were English 
and 1,000 vernacular. Of' the English schools, 31 belong¬ 
ed to the se.veral Mission agencies in the country, London 
Mission, Church Mission, Roman Catholic, and Jacobite 
Syrian Christian, and 23 to native proprietors. Several of 
the former are large institutions, notably, the C. M. S. 
College at Cottayam, the L. M. S. Seminary lit Nagercoil, 
and the Roman Catholic Convent school at Trevandrum. 
The first two are maintained to a great extent by grants of 
land, given by His Highness’ Government about half a 
century ago. It has not been possible to gather much in¬ 
formation this year regarding the constitution and internal 
management of these private schools. Fuller information 
will, if possible, be furnished in the report for the current 
year. 

421. Of the 1,000 purely vernacular schools, 143 were 
under- mission management and 857 were indigenous. 
From a short descriptive sketch of the latter furnished* by 
the Director of Vernacular Education, it appears that they 
absorb a large proportion of the childern, both boys and 
girls, of the school-going age. They cannot by any.means 
be regarded as valuable instruments for the regeneration 
of the masses. The teaohers are mostly incompetent .and 
the .education of a child begins when he is 5 or 6 years old 
ahd' terminates in about 5 years. Tim tg^cher depends en- 
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tirely upon Ills pupils for subsistence and is paid either 
in money or in kind. The remuneration being very mea¬ 
gre, men of character or learning are not attracted to the 
occupation. These schools are generally held in the houses 
of the most respectable inhabitants of the village or very 
near them and are intended for the children of their fami¬ 
lies. But the teacher is allowed, as a means of increased re¬ 
muneration, to bring in as many children as he can procure 
in the neighbourhood. Where the schools are not located 
under such favorable conditions, they are generally held in 
low, dark and ill-ventilated sheds; A child begins by learn¬ 
ing to trace the alphabet with liis finger on sand spread on 
the floor. He is next taught to write on cadjan leaf and 
to commit to memory the tables of enumeration, money, 
weight and measure. The next step is to study Arithmetic, 
Poetry, Medicine, Astrology &o., all orally. The instruction 
thus imparted is entirely superficial and defective and 
ill-adapted towards ifnproving the. mind. Efforts are be¬ 
ing made by the officers of the vernacular education depart¬ 
ment towards improving the system of teaching in these 
indigenous schools. Printed, instead of manuscript school¬ 
books have been introduced and are now in common use 
in the majority of schools. The masters, too, are beginning 
to evince an anxiety to iihprove themselves and their 
schools. 

422. The following statement shows in one view the 
number of schools of all denominations 
schools! 11Umhel 0t in the State with the pupils for instruc¬ 
tion for 1065;— 
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It will be seen from the above that there were in all 
2,318 schools with 97,857 pupils, as compared with 1,979 
schools and 84,525 pupils in 1064. There was thus an 
increase of 339 schools and 13,332 pupils over the returns 
of the previous year. Taking all the schools together, 
English and Ternacular, 251 were Government institutions 
with 17,901 pupils, 1,013 aided with 42,632 pupils and 
1,054 private schools with 37,324 pupils.

proceeded to Europe for one year, aucl Mr. Read, Professor 
of Physical Science, was appointed Acting Principal. 


427. The services of Dr. A. C. Mitchell, a Doctor of 
Science and Pellow of the Royal Society, Edinburgh, 
were secured for the College as Professor of Mathematics, 
a class for the study of which, as a subject for the B. A. 
degree examination, has been established. 

428. Mr. M. LaBouchardiei’e m. a., Assistant Professor 
of English, was raised to the status of a Professor with a 
corresponding increase to his salary. 

429. The Tamil Mvmshi, Mr. H. A. Krishna Pillay, re- , 
signed his appointment owing to ill-health, and was suc¬ 
ceeded by Mr. Ganapati Pillay, who has the advantage of 
possessing a good knowledge of English ns well. 



430. Mr. Kagan Tampi, Head Master of the Preparatory 
school, who was on sick leave for a year, died soon after 
the close of the one under report, and was succeeded by 
Mr. Easwara Aiyen, a. teacher of the .Fifth class in the 
High School. 

431. The year is an interesting one in the annals 
of the institution, which completed twenty-one years 
of its existence as a College teaching up to the B. A. de¬ 
gree examination of the Madras University... To cpfote 
Dr. Harvey’s report read at the distribution of prizes held 
before bis departure to Europe, “ the history of the 21 
“ years has been one of progress, but though we may say

* The College is the'only department which showed a 
diminished strength. The Principal believes that other 
Colleges also had to record stationary or decreasing' num¬ 
bers. He thinks, that perhaps, the influence of the Upper 
Secondary Examination is beginning to make itself felt 
in the withdrawal of young men from a purely liberal 
education to one of a more practical character. If this'be 
the cause, the diminution need not be regretted, as {here 
are many who would probably do more good to their day 
and generation by attending to practical -work at an earlier 
date than is- possible with a purely University course. 
There was an increase in numbers both in the High School 
and the Preparatory School, and this in spite of the at¬ 
tractions held out by the private High Schools. The Prin¬ 
cipal refers again to the evils arising from the admission of 
boys to private schools without certificates from the sqhools 
they had left, and their promotion to classes for which 
they are not fit. He'says, however, that a harmonious 
understanding has been come to 'with the masters of these 
private schools in tire matter of-admission and promotion. 
It is hoped that there will be no cause for similar com¬ 
plaints in future. - * 

433. The average daily attendance was 90-14 against 
90-7 in 1064. The High school con- 
annc” ge C M y <ltteiK ' tinued to maintain the highest percent¬ 
age of attendance‘s There was a consi¬ 
derable falling off in "the College, the ^ attendance having 
been reduced from 90-11 in 1064 to* 88-18 in the year 
nnder report.

second class. The greatest number of failures was, as usual, 
in 'English and general Knowledge, which latter includes 
History, Geography and Science. The District High 
schools at Kottar, Alleppey and Quilon fared badly, the 
percentage of passes having been only 13. The results of 
the two aided English schools at Trevandrum teaching up 
to the Matriculation standard, viz. the Fort High school 
and the Town High school were also not creditable. .Of the 
326 candidates that appeared from all the Travancore schools, 
only 26'3 per cent passed as against 27'7 in the previous year. 
Thus, Dr. Harvey’s remarks, quoted in para 421 of the report 
for 1064, as to the complete unfitness of a large number 
of candidates appearing for the examination, are also appli¬ 
cable to the year under report. 

For the First examination in Arts, 48 appeared and 13 
or only 27 per cent passed against 41'5 per cent last year. 
Two were placed in the first class.' The stumbling block 
was Mathematics, and in this subject alone more than half 
the candidates in the presidency are reported to have fail¬ 
ed. With the advent of our new professor of Mathematics, 

, it is hoped that this .subject will not claim so many victims 
in future years. Physiology also contributed in a measure 
to' the failures. 27 candidates were presented for the 
language branch of the B. A. examination. Of these, 15 
passed or 55 - 6 per cent against 84 per cent in the previous 
year. In the philosophy section of the optional'branch, 
3 candidates appeared, of whom two passed, but only in 
the .third class.' The results in the science section were not 
so good. Only two out of the twelve that appeared were 

• successful, one passing’ in the second, and the other in the 
third class. The* one who passed in the second class, hour- 
ever, took a very creditable place, viz :—that of third in 
the presidency in the subject. Mr. Read explains. the 

• failure as partly due to a long and tedious .paper on Physics. 

. The class, too, is reported to have not been so bright as 

the one of the previous year, which did exceptionally well. 
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The percentage of passes hi tljc optional brancli was 
•JO’O against 59'5 in 1064, winch sliows a considerable 
falling off. 

435. The results of the B. L. examination were ex- 
ceptionally good. Of the' 0 who went 
a," cuss. qp, :J passed. Six student's passed tlio 
Pleader’s Test Examination and eight the Criminal Test 
Higher of the Madras Uncovenantcd Civil Service. Tlio 
attendance is imported to have bbon good and the conduct 
of the students all that could be desired. The class prize 
of 30 Es. was awarded to T. Pulpoo Pillay n. a. and the 
Cullen Law Prize to S. Slumgracoomara Pillay u. a. & :r. j,. 
'Ihie number on the rolls rose iit the year under report to 
45 from 28 in the previous year. Dr. Ornisby is of opinion 
that the class has out-grown the limit -within which oral 
teaching can be advantageously given. 


456. The fees realized during the'year amounted to

437. The expenditure on -the central institution cx- 
elusive of buildings, furniture and

p ege i iaiy. port, of the benefits of the library 

attached to the institution. 1,738 volumes were taken out 
•as against 1,500 in 1064 and 1,020 in 1063. This indi¬ 
cates the development of a taste for reading other works 
than' the text-books prescribed by the University. 


440. Reference is made in the Principal’s report to the 

^ existence of two clubs iu the College, 

" s ' one, the Debating Society, and the other, 

the Dramatic Club. The first is reported to have been in 
existence for. the past 21 years, and is thus one of tho old¬ 
est of such societies in the 'presidency. The Dramatic 
Club was started about iLve years previous to the’ year* 
under report, and is stated to have acted ono of 
■ Shakespeare’s, plays nearly every year. They were kindly 
trained for these representations by Mr. H. S. Ferguson. 

441. Tlie College gymnastic instructor, who was sent tq 

Madras for training, was unable to.obtain 
Physicial training. a certificate of efficiency at the end of 
his term. It is hoped 'that lie has learn- 
*od some thing of tlie methods of instruction obtaining- in 
Madras. The students sent to Madras to compete for His 
Highness the Maha Rajah’s Lawn Tennis trophy were 



unfortunately not victorious. Tennis, foot ball and other 
games and gymnastics are said to be pursued vigorously. 
The Dewan, the Chief Justice, ’the Principal and Messrs. 

• Nagam Aiya,, Yedadrisadasa Mudaliar, ■LaBouchardiere, 
Simdram Pillay and Sivaswami Naridu offered prizes for 
the lawn tennis tournament held during the year. .For the 
first time, a physical games competition was held in the 
College grounds between the schools in Travahcore. The 
results are reported to have been very satisfactory and pro¬ 
mising. His Highness’ Government gave 300 Rs. for the 
expenses of the competition and for prizes, and incurred 
also the expenditure in getting ready the grounds. The. 
Committee'appointed to hold the • competition report that 
it was attended with success and proved a powerful sti¬ 
mulus to much-needed physical • culture. among the youth 
of Travaucore. The select competitors from the District 
schools," too, had a pleasant opportunity of visiting the 
capital. 

442. English District Scowls. The establishment-con¬ 
sists of 22 Government schools, and 5 aided schools under 
the control of the Superintendent of District Schools. 
The Fort. Girls’ School, Trevandrum, conducted by Miss 
Blandford, also receives aid from Government, but it is not 
under inspection. This school and the Convent School at 
Quilon will be noticed subsequently under English Girls’ 
schools. 

443. The number of Government schools remained the 

same as in the previous year: viz.'22'. 
and t"achiiig°staffi 10013 three schools were added to the list 

* ° . of aided institutions, ill • the course of 
tlie year. The Town High School, Trevandrum, from 
which the Government grant of 50 Rs. a month was with¬ 
drawn in 1063 owing to disputes as to the .proprietorship, 
was again allowed a grant from the beginning, of the year; 
and from Thiye the Cambridge Nicholson Institution and the 
„C. M. S. Pastor’s School at Oottayam received Government 
grants at Rs. 25 .and 12 'per mensem respectively. The 
total number of teachers in Government schools was 118 as „ 
against 113 in .the previous year; ah additional teacher 
having been .appointed for each of the soho*oJs at Neyattin- 
karay, Paravoor, Aripaud, Yycome and-Mavalikaray. 
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■' 444. There was a decrease of 11 in the total number of 
strength. pupils iii all the schools, both Govern¬ 

ment .and aided taken together, the 
number on the’register at-the end of the year" being’ 3,220 
against 3,231 in the year previous. Taking the Govern¬ 
ment schools alone, the difference is greater, the number 
having fallen from 2,805 in 1064 to 2,732 in 1065’ i. e. less 
by 73. Mr. Dutliie anticipates that this decrease will be 
merely temporary and that the attendance will soon recover 
itself. He attributes the diminished strength mainly to 
the enhanced fees levied in several of the schools from the 
beginning of the year, and to the opening of more private 
English schools in the State, where lower rates of fees are 
charged. In 8 Government schools there was an increase, 
and in 10 a decrease in-numbers. Four remained ■station¬ 
ary. The aided schools all showed a falling off. The 
schools which record the greatest increase are Ambala- 
polay, Alwave, Paravoor and Qnilon. The decline was 
.greatest in Alleppey, Tliiruvellali, Shenc-ottah, .Changana- 
cherry, Vycome and Kottar. 

The special school at Mavalikaray, established for the 
benefit of the children of the neighbouring Rajas, is report¬ 
ed to. have steadily developed during the past few years. 
The number remained stationary, but that is attributed to 
the want, of proper management of the boarding-house at¬ 
tached to the in-titiition. The supervision of the hoarding- 
house has now been vested in the Head Master and it is 
hoped that, with better comforts in board and lodging, 
itiore.pupils will be induced to join‘the school. The four 
sisters of the Rajahs and Roil Tampnfans, who were stu¬ 
dying in the school in 1&64, continue to attend, and Mr. 
Dutliie says they are making fair progress. He was pleas¬ 
ed to find, at his last inspection, that.one of them had 
gained the first place in her class.. 

The school at Bootliapandy, whose condition has been 
watched for some time, remained stationary during the 
year as regards attendance. Mr. Dutliie says,. however,' 
that its general state is far different from what it was a 
* few years ago. . The Head Master still complains -of the 
want of interest-in English education on the part of the 
people. . * ’ . 
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445. The average attendance in all tlie schools, Govern- 

4tt'>ndimce ment and aided, was, 85'3—almost the 

cut. Mice. same as in the previous year. Taking 

the Government schools alone, the average attendance was 
8m9 as against 85’5 per cent in 1064. The -highest per¬ 
centage viz. 94'9 was reached at Ambalapulay and Kottara- 
karay. • This is an improvement on the previous year, 
when the highest was 93T. The lowest was 70*4 per cent 
at the Mavalikaray school. 

446. Of those under instruction in all the schools, 1,997 

or 88-J. per cent were admitted during 
aiifk'ft 361 ' iUlmitted the year, while 2,008 or 38-4 per cent 
left the schools. 

447. _ Again, taking die Government and aided schools 

together, the average time spent in 
liltir'sdioo™' 5 ,f im " school by the pupils on the register at 
'the end of the year was 22'7 against 
24 4 months in 1064. In the Government schools alone it 
was 23-9 months as compared with 22 - 4 in the previous 
year. 

Similarly, taking all the schools together, the average 
time spent'in school by those -that left in the course of the 
•year was 21 months against 18*7 in 1064. In the Govern¬ 
ment schools it was 20.2 months against 17.2 in the previous 
year. This- is satisfactory. 

Of the 3,220 pupils in all the schools at tlie end of 
the year, 622 or 19-3, per cent were in the lowest class, as 
against 23'8 per cent in 1064.

The increase is attributed to 
additional assistants having been appointed to several of 
the District Schools and to the fact that less travelling 
allowance was drawn in 1064, owing to the absence • of 
Mr. Dutliie on furlough.

453. The annual comparative examination- was held as 

usual, in eight' different centres in the 
exani?nati(ms' llpalatl '' e districts. The examination of the lower 
examm > . fourth class was discontinued, owing to 

the very large number of examinees appearing for it. 
Written examinations of this class were held by the several 
Head Masters, and the promotions left to their discretion. 
The Superintendent was glad to find that this difficult task 
was on the whole, discharged in a. trustworthy manner. 

454. Mr. Duthie reports having visited and inspected, 

in the course of the year, all the schools, 

Inspection. both Government and aided. Some of 

'his visits were without notice, and he 
was glad to find the teachers at their posts and the work 
of the schools ’carried on in a proper manner. 

455. - Extra accommodation was provided for the-Chun- 

ganacherry school by the addition of 

Buildings, another class room to the main building. 

The additional building, mentioned in 
the report for 106 1 as Under erection at Alleppey, was com¬ 
pleted and occupied in the course of the year. Considera¬ 
ble difficulty is experienced in selecting a proper site for 
the Tak^lay school. *It continued- to Be held in the old 
building in the Fort at Palpauabhapurom. An additional 
building for the Mavelikaray school is in course of erection, 
and is expected to be shortly readyfor occupation. 

456. The Superintendent is glad to observe that the. 

pupils of the High schools are beginning 

Physical training, to.avail themselves to a larger extent 

than before, of the benefits of physical 
education.' Some of the.elder boys are reported to*have 
shown great proficiency in gymnastic exercises. 

A lawn-tennis club was formed by the pupils of the 
.Neyattincarny school, and it is proposed to start, another 





at 1’kiroovellali also, as soou as the field adjoining the 
school is added to the compound. 

457. The aided schools have already been noticed, in 
conjunction -with the Government Dis- 
A.ided schools. trict schools. But it may be as -well to 

review briefly the work of each separa¬ 
tely. The G-irls’ schools, as stated previously, will be treat¬ 
ed" hereafter under English Girls’ schools. 

Of the rest the Fort High school, which receives a 
grant of 50 Rs. a month from Gfovern- 
Fort High school. ment, passed into the hands of a new 
manager and head master towards the 
latter part of the year, the former proprietor, S. Rama Iyer, 
having left the institution to take up an appointment in 
the vernacular education department. _ The attendance 
is reported, to have been fairly well maintained, but the 
sclibol is stated to suffer considerably in consequence of 
the frequent removal of pupils who leave to seek admission 
into other schools in the town. Twelve candidates were 
presented for the Matriculation, but.only one was successful. 

The Town High School, which was again placed on 
tlie list of aided institutions is reported 
Town High School, to be fairly well attended and conducted, 
and to be doing good work under its 
present head master." It passed 6 pupils in the Matricula¬ 
tion, and 5 in the Middle school examination. 

The Cambridge Nicholson Institution, one of the new 
schools brought under the grant-in-aid 
Institution. 0 ^ cllolson scheme, is, Mr. Dutliie reports, satis¬ 
factorily conducted, well equipped with 
teaching requisites and provided with a good teaching 
staff. There is a Normal schopl attached to the institution. 
"The number on the rolls at the end of the year was 75. 

The C. M. S. Pastors’ School at -Kottayam, the second 
school on which a grant was conferred 
Schoo?. 1 ' S ' ' Pastora during tlie year, is attended chiefly by 
boys belonging to the Syrian Christian 
community. There'were 58 pupils attending the school' 
at the end of the year. The results of Mr, "Hutlue’s ex«\- 



munition of the pupils ' were creditable on tbc whole, 
except in Arithmetic, a subject in which they seemed to 
have beeirratbcr backward. 

458. The usual statements -will bo found in the 
appendix. 

459. The Superintendent expresses his appreciation of 
the zeal and conscientiousness displayed, by the majority 
of the teachers on the establishment in the discharge of 
their responsible duties. 



The total number at the end of 1065 remained the 
same as in the previous year, viz. 77.' There was one more 
in the senior and one less in the junior school. Five pu¬ 
pils were on the free list. There were, besides, 6. pupils 
whose names were npt borne on the school register, 4 at¬ 
tending the 'drawing class and 2 the music class. The 
average attendance was 86-6 in the senior and 76'2 in the 
junioT school, as compared with 85'i! and 78'2 respective¬ 
ly in 1004. • ... 





4151. Three candidates were presented for the Higher 
Examination for women, and one jiassed, 
J5T'* ° f eXiUmna ‘ taking a creditable ;place in the first 
class. 4 girls appeared for the Middle 
School test, and all passed, two in the first and two in the 
second class. In the Special Upper Primary Examination, 

. however, all the seven girls who appeared failed. Miss 
Donnelly attributes the failure to the fact that notice had 
not reached her until three months-before the examination 
that the English text prescribed for the examination had 
been changed. The results of the Higher Examination for 
women- and the Middle School Examination are creditable. 

462. Miss S. Burby, the teacher in charge of the junior 
w school, is reported-to have passed in the 

nail soioo . course of t-lie year the Teacher’s exami¬ 

nation—Secondary Grade, lower. Miss Donnelly complains 
of the irregular attendance in this department of the insti¬ 
tution. The pupils underwent the same course of instruc¬ 
tion as in previous years. For two out of the'six working- 
hours the girls were daily taught iu the senior school” 
room under Miss Donnelly’s immediate supervision. They 
had, besides, instruction- in singing, gymnastic exercises", 
needle work and elementary drawing.' . 

• 463. This class consisted of 12 pupils. In addition to 
Urawin« class tlie 1,e g nlar instruction given by the 

. ° ' school artist, every girl in the school 

takes lessons in elementary pencil drawing. Prom experi¬ 
ence, Miss Donnelly has 'found that those girls who combine 
instruction in music, singing and’drawing with their school 
work proper, pass -and take higher places in examinations 
than those who confine themselves entirely to tlieir school 
books. The variety is doubtless beneficial. Miss Donnelly 
' notes with satisfaction that many of the pupils, who study 
painting in the advanced class, continue in it even after 
they Have given up all interest- in the passing of examinations. 

His Highness the Maha Rajah’s annual prize of 30 Bs, 
for drawing was divided into three prizes, of Rs. 12, 10 
'and 8 respectively. The first prize was given for a paint¬ 
ing on cedar-wood in enamels and oil-colours-of tho Travail- 
core jungle-cock; the second for a painting,also in oils, on 
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satin clotli, of the Mauritania palm drawn from nature; 
and the third for one in oils, on a. metal plate, of a small 
branch of the cashew tree in fruit, also from nature. 

464. There were 14 girls studying music during the 
. ■ year under repprt. The usual lessons 
Munic and gymnastics. ^ 

and instrumental music were 
given to the senior pupils, and the juniors continued' 
to practise part singing, action songs, and gymnastics with 
wands to.the accompaniment of music. The two prizes of 
8 and 7 Es. each offered by His Highness the Malia Kajah 
to tins class were awarded to the pupils who acquitted 
themselves best in instrumental and vocal music respective¬ 
ly. Miss Donnelly has still to complain of the want of in¬ 
terest manifested by the senior girls in tennis and out-door 
exercise. She proposes to put the girls through a course 
of drill and calisthenics. 

40-5. The needle-work classes are reported to be Very 
. , popular and those held on Saturdays 

i m e wm -. were -well attended throughout the year. 
The girls were taught plain, ornamental and fancy needle¬ 
work‘and cutting out garments .from paper patterns and 
'measurements. Mrs. Hannyngton offered a prize for needle¬ 
work which was divided between the best worker and cut¬ 
ter in the senior and in the junior school. 

„ The needle-work and paintings done by the girls were 
exhibited for sale at the distribution of prizes, and the sum 
realised, expended in the purchase of music, a violin for 
the use of the school music-teacher and a concertina, and 
in the payment of the usual annual subscriptions for the 
periodicals supplied to the school. 

466. Miss Donnelly offers her thanks to. the donors of 

prizes for the school children viz. His 
peoi. piues. Highness the Maha Rajah, His Highness 
the BUiah Rajah, Mrs. Hannyngton and the Valia Koil 
Tampuran. 

467. The total cost of the school was Rs. 5,136, of 

» which Rs. 772 were .recovered by tktf 

Cust ' fees. The cost to Government per pupil 

was lie. oG-chs. 18 against Rs. 57-tfh. 1 in 1064. 





468. The school continued to do good work during 
the year under report. 

469. Convent Girls’ School , Quilon. _ This institution 
receives a grant of 5G Its. a month from" the Government, 
and is tinder the inspection of the' Superintendent of 
District schools. The number of pupils on the register 
fell from 74 in the previous year to 56 ■ in the year under 
report. This is stated to be due to some of the pupils 
having left the school to continue their studies at Trevan- 
drum!" Mr. Dutliie was glad to note at his inspection that 
several of the girls had considerably improved in Arith¬ 
metic, the subject in which they had previously been found 
rather backward. He says that the proficiency attained 
by some of the elder girls "in drawing and writing is very 
commendable. One girl succeeded in passing the Women’s 
Higher Grade and four the Middle school examination. 

. 470. Fort Girls’ School, Trevandnm. This institution 
is conducted by Miss Blandford under the auspices of the 
Zenana Mission. The scholars are mainly confined to 
caste girls. It is an Anglo-Vernacular school and num¬ 
bered 165 pupils on its rolls at the end of the year under 
report. Four pupils were sent up in Malayalam for the 
Special Upper Primary Examination, two of whom passed 
in every subject but failed in needle-work, and the other 
two passed in two,, compulsory and one optional subject 
only.. The school receives a grant of 72 Rs from GoveriP 
merit and has the free use of a palace for a school-house.

471. At the beginning of the year under report, 

there were 979 schools in all (Govern- 

No. of sclio is. meT1 t 227 and aided 752) oil the esta¬ 

blishment, but at its close the number rose to 1,234, 
grants-in-aid having been given to 255 schools, of which 
179 are under native and 76 under mission management, 

472. The following table compares the number _ and 
strength of the schools for the years 1064 and 1065 :—•• 
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The number of Government schools remained station¬ 
ary, the increase having- been only in grant-in-aid schools 
as' previously stated. There -was an increase of 8,254 pu¬ 
pils on the' whole, as compared with the returns of the pre¬ 
vious year. "Taking each class of schools separately, the 
Government schools show an increase of 807 pupils ; the 
Native aided an increase of 179 schools with 5,278 pupils, 
and the Mission aided an increase of 76 .schools and 2,109 
pupils. Thus, there has been an increase in attendance 
throughout all the schools. ■' 


470. The following statement classi¬ 
fies the pupils under instruction accor¬ 
ding to creed and sex :—■ 
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It will be observed that there has been an increase ill 
pupils from every class, of the community, and it is grat i - 
fying to find that larger numbers of the lower classes arc 
availing themselves of the benefits of primary education. 
There has also been an increase of 50 per cent, over the 
previous year in the number of Mahomedans under instruc¬ 
tion. 59*4 per cent of the pupils were Hindus, 31'9 per 
cent Christians, 5'9 per cent the lo-wer castes - as Pulayers, 
Parayers, Vectors and Kuravers and 2'7 Mahomedans. 

474. Of the 10,386 girls under instruction, 2,962 were 

. . - in separate girls’ schools and 7,424 in 

.Proportion o gu s. - m j xec ] sc i loo i s . There was an increase 
of 1,132 girls over the number under instruction in the 
previous year. The proportion' of girls to the entire 
'strength was 18'4 per cent against 19 in 1064. The pro¬ 
portion of girls to boys was, as usual, greatest among 
Christians and smallest among Mahomedans.

On examining the above, it appears that out of a total 
of 1,534 schools, 227 were Government, 1,007 aided and 
300 under simple inspection. Divided according to stand¬ 
ards of instruction, there were two Normal schools esta¬ 
blished by Government, one for males and the other for 
females, 53 belonging to the higher grade, all Govern¬ 
ment institutions, 61 to the middle grade, (23 Government, 
32 Mission aided and 6 Native aided), and 1,418 to the 
lower grade, consisting of 149 Government,- 506 Mission' 
aided, 463 Native aided and 300 indigenous schools, the 
latter being merely under inspection -hut without grants. 
There were 49 schools exclusively for girls, one the Normal 
sclio'ol,.18 of the middle and 30 of the lower grade. ' ' 

478. There wore 221 pupils under instruction at the 

' end of the year in the female Normal 

school!" 1 ' na ° C>r ' n i school at Trevandrnm. Many girls had 

- to be refused admission as there was no 

room'to accommodate them. The higher classes, the 
Director reports. Were examined almost entirely by means 
' of question papers, and did fairly in most subjects. ■

482. Government are glad to see that much has been 
done towards extending elementary education throughout 
the State. . An additional sum of Rs. 25,000 per annum 
has been sanctioned by His Highness the Maha Rajah’s 
Government to be utilised in future years in the support 
of a larger number of elementary schools, especially among 
the low.er classes." 

483. The usual.- statements will be -found in th$. ap¬ 
pendix. 

484. For the next report, information will Recalled for 
with.a view to furnishing a statement dividing the pupils 
of all the schools in the country into the different classes of 
the community from which they are drawn, and'for grad- 

• ing English and Vernacular schools together according to 
standards. 

485. Sanscrit College. This is a special institution, 
started by His Highness’ Government about -the end 
of 1064, for imparting education' in the Vedas and 
Sastras and Sanscrit literature. It was placed on a satis¬ 
factory footing towards the close of the year under the 
supervision of the Director of Vernacular Education assis¬ 
ted by M. R. Ry. Raja Raja VurmaliAvl. n. a. The number.of 
pupils in tire institution is restricted .to 150. An account 
of the progress of the College and the.details of its working 
will find a place in the report for the current year. 

486. The Medical School. In para 475 of the report 
for the preceding year, it was observed-that, pending the 
decision of His Highness’ Government as to the continu¬ 
ance of the school, no new class was formed. During .the 
year under report the school was abolished. As we had 
neither a sufficient staff .of competent professors nor all 
those appliances necessary to successful teaching in an ' 
institution like this, it Avas thought preferable to close -it 
and recruit our service in future by men passed out of the 
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Madras Medical College, tlie salaries of the mecli&al subordi¬ 
nates having been raised sufficiently high under the recent 
re-organization to make the service attractive to such men. 

487. In its place, a class of compounders' was opened 
and placed under the tuition of Sub-Assistant Surgeon 
J. G-omez. These students, after completing their course 
of study, are intended to be sent, out to the larger hospitals 
to assist the Apothecaries in charge, in compounding 1 medi¬ 
cines Ac., and to bo detailed for special duty_ with a supply 
of prepared ‘medicines in places where malarious fevers, 
cholera and small-pox break out in an epidemic form. 

488. The Victoria Medical School. and . Hospital for 
women is noticed-under the head of Medical Service. 

489. Industrial School of Arts: The work of the 
institution will "be viewed under its two heads 

(1) the Art branch and 

(2) the Industrial branch. 

490. The thirty apprentices entertained in 1064 were 

in Alpasy of the year under report grant- 
•Art branch. ed scholarships of 7 Lis. each, and bound 

down to study in the school for a period 
of five years. They -were taught practical geometry and 
freehand and model drawing, the subjects required for 
the drawing branch of the Middle School examination, for 
which they were preparing. They were also taught en¬ 
graving, modelling and designing. A photography class 
was established under the supervision of the Government 
Photographer, and the apprentices had lessons given them 
in the art two days a week. They are reported to have, 
made good progress. * . 

491. The' usual branches of industry, viz. carving on 

wood, ivofy, horn and cocoanut shell, 
industrial branch- kuftgari work, lacquer work and pottery 

and porcelain manufacture Were earned 
on in the institution during the year under report. The 
students were distributed, for a portion of the day, for 
work in the above industries. 



402. Several neav designs for carving were' supplied 
during the year. Many of them were 
Carving. sketched from the ornamental carving 

£ound on the walls of the ancient pago¬ 
das in the country. The excellence of these designs and 
their importance both from a commercial and artistic point 
of view are testified to by the Superintendent of the Madras 
Sclioolof Artsinliis report on the working of his school, where 
he referred to the Travancore institution as follows :— 

“ I am glad to notice that the School of Art, whieli 
“ was started last year at Trevandrum under the direction 
“ of trained students from this school, is doing good work, 
“ especially in providing designs of a pure Indian type for 
“ the ivory carvers employed by the Travancore State. This 
“ is an industry which might be developed into an import- 
“ ant one, if the wretched European designs formerly in 
“ vogue are entirely given up for good native patterns. 
“ Good native ivory work would have-an almost unlimited 
“ market in Europe and America. ” 


. 493. _ The usual statement regarding the manufacture 
and sale of ivory‘articles is given below for 1065 ;— 



The value of articles manufactured during’ the year 
was Rs. 3,003-22-14 against Rs. 2,189-14-12 in 1064, 
showing an increase of Rs. 814-8-2. The Superintendent 
reports that the institution is unable to meet the demand 
for articles manufactured in this branch. The reduction 
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in price, refereed to in para 485 of the report for 1064, lias, 
materially contributed, to tire large demand for ivory carv¬ 
ings. The balance shown in the above statement was 
disposed of at the beginning of the current year. 

494. ' The students in this branch were taught the' two 
worl- modes of inlaying, one the ordinary irt- 
n tgan woi.. laying practised in olden days in the 
damascening of arms, and the other the process of sticking 
•on thin wires by roughening the surface of the article to he 
inlaid. Several elegant articles were made during the 
year, some in repousse work and some with elaborate en¬ 
gravings. A bust of His Highness the Malia Rajah was 
modelled and cast in bronze and then gilded over. 


The total value of the articles manufactured in the 
metal-work department was Rs. 1,785 cli. 9. 

495. The work turned out in this branch consisted of

496. Two pottery sheds were erected on the school 

' premises at the end of the year. ‘ One 
ianufaoture. p0rceliun i ar ,°’ e biscuit kiln was constructed and 
twice fired for baking pottery. The 
fire-bricks required for the construction of the kilns were 
manufactured in the school—30,000 fire-bricks, valued at 
Rs. 2,442 ch. 24. Various kinds of paper-weights, 'ink- 
bottles, table ornaments, ornamental vases, busts, statuettes, 
cups, goglets and other useful ware were made in clay and 
baked during the year. The value -of these articles is 
Rs. 597 clis. 8 c. 3. As the pottery was merely baked and not 
glazed, none were sold, with the exception of a few unglazed 
articles purchased as curiosities. Several transparent and 
colored glazes were tried and found to be quite suited to the 
different kin.ds of ware made in the school. A large quanti¬ 
ty of raw material fitted for the manufacture of superior 
pottery and porcelain was collected and stored in the school; 
and arrangements have been made to procure, through the 
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medium of the Public Works Department, the necessary 
machinery, as early as possible.

498. Besides the Superintendent and the three trained 

Establishment men ^ rom Madras appointed, in 1064, 

s a ' only 30 apprentices were appointed on 

7 Rs. each. The school had not therefore its full working, 
establishment nor the requisite machinery. 

499. Specimens of the various industries pursued in 
the country were purchased as usual by the Division Peish- 
cavs and fonyarded to .the school for exhibition and sale. 

500. The Industrial School at Alleppey, under the 
Roman Catholic Bishop of Cochin, continued in the year to 
get the Government grantof 50 Rs. a month. 

501. Booh Committee. The Book Committee under 
the Presidentship of the Yalia Coil Tliainburan continued 
its useful work during the year under report. Sankara 
Yariar, one of Hie members of the Committee, resigned his 
office owing’ to ill-health and was succeeded" by A. Raja 
Raja Yarma. 

502. The whole of the work on “ the Government of 
India” by II. B. Calcutta, a.large portion of Maunder’s . 
“ Treasury of Biography ” and the introductory chapter 
oE Dr. MacNally’s t: Sanitary Science ” were translated by 
the Committee durin^the year. 
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The President also revised a translation, .by Ohidambara 
•Vatlhyar B. a., of Blackie’s “ Self Culture,” the copyright 
of which was purchased by G-overnmeut on his recommend¬ 
ation. 

503. The thanks of Government arc due to the Commit¬ 
tee for their valuable contributions to vernacular literature. 

504. Public Lectures. Dr. Harvey, the Chairman of 

• . the Lecture Committee, resigned his seat 

uwToUke Commit” a ^ ou * ^ ie e11 ^ the year under report, 
1 ' in consequence of his approaching de¬ 

parture for Europe. Mr. H. S. ’Fergu¬ 
son was appointed to the seat on the Committee vacated 
by the Revd. C. II. Malden, and Dr. A. Crichton Mitchell 
F. it s. e. joined the Committee as ex-officio member, on 
his appointment as .Professor of Mathematics in His High¬ 
ness the Malta Rajah’s High School and College. 

505. The Committee met 8 times during the year on 

their usual business of selecting lectures, 
mitteo!" 8 ° f d ’ e C ° m ” deciding on the payment of* honoraria 
&c. Seventeen lectures were delivered in 
.-'the year under report as compared with 15 in the previous 
year. The names of the lecturers and the subjects on which 
they lectured are given in a statement to be found in the 
appendix. 9 of the lectures were on matters of scientific 
interest, one on agriculture, one on sanitation and the re¬ 
maining' 6 were more or less literary. The attendance at 
these lectures is reported to have beeip satisfactory. *The 
vernacular lectures.were made more attractive by the aid 
of charts and experiments, and better audiences were 
thus secured for them. 


506. The total expenditure for the year was Rs. 1,250- 
Expenditme 20-10 as against Rs. 986-15-6 in 1064. 

The increase was in the’honoraria paid 
. for lectures which amounted to Rs. 900 during the year as 
against 11s.

508. The cost of the establishment and contingencies 
in the year under report amounted to Us. 1,344 against 
Rs. 1,729 in 1064. The decrease of Rs. 385 is due to the 
fact of the depot having been shifted to a building on a 
lower rent.

His Highness’ Government sanctioned a special grant' 
of Rs. 11,607 towards tlie completion of the new tiger 
house, in addition to Rs. 1,511 allotted towards the same 
purpose in 1064. Tlie building made good progress 
during the year. 

511. A list of stock at present living in the gardens 

. , and of additions to the collection in the 

coUertion^f ob.itcts tUe Museum and the Zoological Department 
. will be found in the appendix. A very 
interesting addition to the collection of animals was made 
by the gift of an Oorial (ovis cycloceros) by His Highness 
the Malia Rajah. The thanks of the Government are 
hereby accorded to the contributors. 

512. All the animals are reported'to have thriven well 
and to be in a healthy condition. Several have bred in 
.the gardens. 

513. - The Committee have decided to have, in the 
Museum, an index collection of the different orders of the 
animal kingdom and as complete a collection of the fauna of 
Travancore as can be got together. Mr. Ferguson has 
already arranged two cases containing four orders of in¬ 
sects, illustrated by drawings of their anatomy and with 
short descriptions giving the life history of each group. 
He also presented to the Museum the whole of his collec¬ 
tion of Travancore butterflies, thus making this collection 
in the Museum almost perfect. 

'514. Several skeletons, notably those of a tiger, pig, 
sambur, lynx, tiger cat &c. were set up by the taxidermist 
under Mr. Ferguson’s direction. He lias also nearly finish¬ 
ed setting up the skeleton of "an elephant. ' . 

515. A good collection of flower seeds was obtained 
for the gardens, and the head gardener succeeded in 1 
bringing to flower verbenas, heliotropes and gloxinias. 
A small but interesting collection of orchids belonging to 
the late Colonel Ketchen was purchased for the gardens, 
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516. Efforts are being made to grow specimens of ail 
• trees to be found in the low country of Travancore. Those 

already in ’the garden were kindly nam'ed during the year

partment and the Chief Engineer, On a requisition from 



the Meteorological Reporter to the Government of India, 
daily telegrams of meteorological observations, were des¬ 
patched to him in conformity .with a code furnished by his 
office. To complete the full equipment of meteorological 
instruments required to supply the above information, a 
maximum and a minimum thermometer were purchased for

,524. The usual weekly telegram of rainfall continued

found in the appendix. The fall for the year in Travan- 
core was copious. Out-of 37 stations, in 14 only was the 
downpour less than the average. The fall in the N. E.

In 
the S, W. monsoon it was scanty in 26 stations, while in 
the dry period there was an excess of rainfall in all the 
stations but 7.

526. The number of hospitals and dispensaries in the 

„ . ■ State was the same as in the previous 

Hospitals. . . x 

year. But, with a new to affording 
timely relief to people in localities affected by cholera, 
small-pox and other epidemics and far removed from hos¬ 
pitals and dispensaries, an arrangement was made under 
which vaccinators were supplied with prepared medicines 
to treat epidemic cases and ordinary diseases in villages 
where they may he engaged in vaccination work, and it is 
satisfactory to note that people largely availed themselves 
of the facilities thus offered them. This arrangement does 
nob contemplate the abolition of the existing system of de¬ 
puting medidal subordinates on special duty whenever there 
is a severe out-break of epidemic in any paid of the country. 
On such occasions special relief will be afforded as hitherto, 
when it is found that the vaccinators are unable to cope 
with the demand on tlieir time and attention, without pre¬ 
judice to their legitimate work, or when the cases are 
beyond their skill. ' 

527, The subjoined statement compares the work done

528. The net result shows a decrease of 8,770 patients 
in comparison with the number treated in the previous year. 
This is due chiefly to the number of epidemic cases admi¬ 
nistered to by special agencies being considerably less. 

529. Taking the established institutions severally, we 
find that in the Quilon civil hospital there .were 387, in 
the Victoria hospital 105, in the dispensaries at Kolenchery,' 
Lalam and Poonalore and in the P. ~W. D. hospital at 
Peermade 1,020, 3,155, 3,774 and 964 patients in excess 
cf the numbers treated last year. 
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£30. On the other hand, the Trevandrum Fort and the 
Kot.arakaray taluq dispensaries and the civil hospitals at 
Cottayam, Shertailay and Shencottah show the largest 
diminution in the numbers treated- 

531. 359 prisoners were treated against 28 L in 1064. 

The average daily strength of the Jail 
Central Jail hospital. ^ m against 445-09, and the 

average daily sick was 18*4 against 19*6 in the preceding 
.year. 4 deaths occurred against 8 in the year before. The 
percentage of deaths to average strength was '92 against 
1-79 in 1064. Of the 4 deaths which occurred, one was 
from apoplexy, one .from softening of the brain, one from 
fever and'one from dysentery. The Durbar Physician re¬ 
marks that “those from apoplexy and softening of the 
“ brain were in no way due to jail influences, while fever and 
“ dysentery, which caused 2 deaths, are common to the coun- 
“ try at all times. ” 

532. There were no cases of cholera or small-pox 
in the Jail during the year. 79 prisoners admitted for 
influenza, which prevailed more or less throughout the 
country, were all discharged cured. 


533. 44 in-patients and 40 out-patients were treated 
H during the year, against. 53 and 41 in

534. To the 87 inmates who remained at the beginning 
Lrnatic As lrm ^0 7 ear > ^ were added by admissions 

i.mmc sy urn. during the year, making a total of 132, of 
whom 89 were males and 43 females, against 93 males and 
38 females in the previous* year. 


535. 23 of the patients were cured, 15 relieved, 17 died 
and 77 remained at. the close of the-year. The death rate 
was 20*13 per cent on an average daily strength of 84*41 
patients. Of the 17 deaths, 7 were from general dropsy, 
2 from convulsions while suffering* from hemiplegia, one from 
sudden death due to the effusion of serum into the pericar¬ 
dium, 5 from diarrhoea, one fiom mortification of the 
scrotum, and one from scepticcemia while suffering from 
fracture of the radius and ulna of the left hand, Five of 
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the patients -who died are reported to have been admitted 
in a very precarious state of health and to have died a few 
weeks after admission. The Durbar Physician remarks 
that, excepting the 4 deaths resulting from paralysis and 
convulsions, effusion on the heart, mortification, and fracture 
of the arm in an epileptic patient, all the other deaths 
“ resulted from causes depending on general loss of vitality 


536. Rupees 28-27-8 were realised by the labor of 
lunatics against Rupees 26 in 1064. 

537. Statements showing the details of the number of 
patients treated and other particulars will be found in the 
appendix. 

538. Surgical operations —418 major and minor opera¬ 

tions were performed in the General 
i rations and nimOT a "d Lying-in-hospitals at Trevandrum 
opeia against 390 in the previous year. 11 

deaths followed operations. 6 of these were lying-in cases 
in which the mothers died from exhaustion after delivery. 
Of' the remaining 5 deaths, the Durbar Physician observes, 
“ two deaths followed major operations, one being due to 
“ septic pneumonia following removal of the tongue for 
“ cancer, seventeen days after operation. The second was 
“ from a penetrating wound of the abdomen which was su- 
“ tured; this cannot be attributed in any way to the operation 
“ however. Three deaths followed minor operations, viz., two 
“ tappings for ascites and one incision for carbuncle. These 
“ deaths are not directly 'attributable to the operation, but 
“ to the'diseases which rendered operation necessary. ” 

539. In the Charity hospital, 261 operations were per¬ 
formed against 285 in 1064. In the District hospitals the 
largest number of operations performed was 655 in Mavali- 
ourray, 615 in Quilon and 420 in Alleppey. The smallest 
number was in Shencottah viz., 54. 

540. 310 post mortem examinations were made in all 

the hospitals, 303 beiug for medico- 
wcamination! legal cases and 7 for pathological pur¬ 
poses, against 253 and 14 respectively in 
1064. 
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541. Public health. Cholera prevailed during the year 
in some of the Southern Districts and 
CI “' Iera " in Sbencottah, Cottayam and'Peermade. . 

The first case occurred in a village in ICotar near Nager- 
ccil. At the same time a few cases occurred at Sbencottah 
and later on at Cottayam and Poennade. Quarantine was 
established at Aramb'oly and Ariencavoo—alsoat.Nemom to 
protect the capital. In all, 192 cases came under treat¬ 
ment, of which 85 proved fatal. 

•512. 82 cases were treated during

543. Fever was less prevalent in the country than in 

the previous year. Some of the places 
llever ' affected were Kanjarapallv, Kolathoo- 

mail and Perimicadavilay in the Neyattinkaray Taluq and 
Aroomanay in the Vilavancode Taluq. Special medical 
men were sent, for duty to the affected districts. 2,970 
cases came upder treatment of which 7 proved fatal. Of 
the total ntimber of cases, 1,055 were treated by the 
vaccinators in different parts of-the country. 

544. This disease prevailed to some extent .throughout 

the country, but had no appreciable 
influenza. effect on the death rate. 2,298 cases 

came under treatment with but one fatal result. 

545. During the year under report, the 8 pupils in the 

school completed their 3 years’ course of 
Victoria Medical study and were declared to have passed 

foremen.' 1 il0Spital ^ tbe final examination held in the 
month of Kartigav. Of these, 7 elected to 
take up G-overnment employment, and they were accord¬ 
ingly appointed to the District hospitals 
cd Mkiwives* 11 ° £ lilSS " at Nagercoil, Quilon, Mavelikaray, Cot- 
u 1C " ’ tayam and Alleppey and to the dispen¬ 

saries at Neyattinkaray and the Trevandrum Port. The 
remaining pupil rejoined the London Mission at Nager¬ 
coil from where she was sent and is reported to be practis¬ 
ing. ; 

- 546. A second batch of 8 pupils was entertained in 
Panguny. One of these women resign-

competency. The vacancies thus caused 
were filled up by fresh admissions.

54S. In regard to the cases conducted and mortality 
in the mothers and children, Dr. Poonen, 
mOTtaHty 0ndUCtoda ’ Kl Superintendent of the institution, 

makes the following observations:— 

“ Of the cases conducted 4 were tedious, 16 laborious, 
5 preternatural, 2 complex, 2 premature and 4 abortion. 
Forceps were applied in 14 cases, craniotomy was resorted 
to in one and eephalotripsy in another. ” 

“•Eight cases of death occurred, two from peritonitis, 
one from puerperal convulsion, four from shock aud one 
from abortion (criminal). ” 

“ Sixteen of the infants were still-liorn and four died 
subsequent to delivery'. ” 

“ Mortality in both mother and child was mostly in 
cases seeking admission into hospital after being in labor 
for 3 or 4 days. ” 


549. It may perhaps be interesting to note, as a criteri¬ 
on of their usefulness, the work done by the 7 passed pupil 
midwives, who were admitted into the service and posted 
to hospitals and dispensaries. The following statement 
shows the number of cases treated by them during the 8 
months of the year they were in employ:— 




550. The number of persons operated on was 1,03,765 
Vaccination against 90,840 or 12,925 more than in 

acoma ion. il le preceding' year. The percentage of 

success 'was 95'27 against 95'30 in 1064. 


The following statement compares the several classes 
operated on during the years 1064 and 1065 :— 



551. It is very satisfactory to note that the inferior 
castes take kindly to vaccination. Among them, is the 
largest increase over the preceding year. Next come the 
Christians and at a great distance below them the Malayali 
Sudras and then the Mahomedans. Among Brahmins, 
Kshetrias and Pandy Sudras there is a falling off, though 
not to any considerable extent, 

552. The Superintendent reports as fol'ows on the 
Vaccine Dep6t. working of the Vaccine Depot“ the 

“ propagation of animal lymph was kept 
"up throughout the year with brilliant results. 913 persons 
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came to the depot and were vaccinated directly from the 
calf. 1,092 capillary tubes charged with the lymph were 
also supplied to the out-stations.”

554. The demand for medical aid having risen con¬ 

siderably during the 18 years that 
Beovga.nisa.tbn of elapsed.since the department was last 
dnattmdepaitnuait^" re-constituted, it was found necessary to 
again re-organise it with a view both to 
enlarge the sphere of its usefulness and to improve the emo¬ 
luments of the subordinates, as well as to provide for the 
admission of men trained in the Medical College at Madras 
into the local service without prejudice cither to their in¬ 
terests or the interests of those already in the department, 
but who were trained only in the local school. 

Alter much thought and care bestowed on a revised 
scheme by the Durbar Physician and much discussion with 
l.im, His Highness the Maha Bajah was pleased to accord 
sanction to the re-organization and to grant an additional 
sum of 28,000 I?s a year, raising the allotment for the 
Medical and Vaccine departments to a maximum of 
Its 1,48,000 annually for the next S or 10 years. This allot¬ 
ment is intended to embrace all expenditure on existing 
hospitals (buildings and furniture excepted), including the 
3 dispensaries opened in 1064'; the probable conversion of 
2 of these dispensaries into hospitals when suitable build¬ 
ings are erected; provision for 3 or 4 additional hospitals 
to be opened hereafter; increase of pay to the subordinate 
grades; periodical increments due under the revised scale, 
and any other additional expenditure likely to be incurred. 

555. Some of the more salient features of the re- 
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organization scheme were (1) the abolition of the Medical 
school and the recruiting of the department with hands 
passed out of the Medical College, Madras, as vacancies 
occur-snch admissions being made into the grade of 2nd 
class Assistant Apothecary; (2) the entertainment of a batch 
of compounders in order to provide aid to the Medical sub¬ 
ordinates in charge of large hospitals and to be sent out 
on special duty to treat cases of fever, cholera or small¬ 
pox when such epidemics fireak out, fresh entertainments 
being made as each batch passes out annually until the 
requirements of the service are met; (3) increase of pay to 
3rd class Assistant Apothecaries from 20 to 30 Rs.—this 
grade to become ultimately extinct when the men in it pass 
into the 2nd class on completing the fixed period of service 
and passing the prescribed examination; increase to the 
pay of 2nd class Assistant Apothecaries from 40 to 50 Rs, 
of 1st class Assistant Apothecaries from 55 to 70, of full 
Apothecaries from 70 to 100, and in the upper subordinate . 
grades, increments to one of the Assistant Surgeons 
and to 4 o? the Sub-Assistant Surgeons including the 
Superintendent of Vaccination; (4) special allowances 
to the medical subordinates in charge of the Lunatic Asy¬ 
lum and Central Jail hospital and an increased allowance 
to the Medical Storekeeper; (5) a fixed scale of batta .and 
mileage to subordinates travelling on duty and to those 
detailed for special duty ; (6) relieving the Durbar Physi¬ 
cian of the office of Chemical Examiner to the Govern¬ 
ment and the appointment otan Assistant Surgeon, a gradu¬ 
ate of i he Madras University in Medicine and Sux*gery to 
that office; (7) increase to the pry and strength of the 
Durbar Physician’s office and the menial establishments of 
the Hospitals and Asylum; (8) an addition to the allow¬ 
ance of the Superintendent of Vaccination, the appoint¬ 
ment of two Inspectors under him, and increase to the pay 
and strength of some of the grades of vaccinators. 

550. The cost of the department during the year a- 
Coat mounted to Rs. 1,22,492 against 1,20,870 

in 1064. The higher expenditure is due 
to the salary -of the establishment for the last two months 
in the year being paid at the increased rate under the 
revised scale. 




*557,’ . The contributions by His Highness’ Govern-

* Kec ms ltu lon& ‘ ety’s hospital at Neyoor, the Roman 
Catholic Mission hospital at Magnamay an-d the Madura 
Local Fund Dispensary at Bodinaickanur were continued. 
It is gratifying to observe that good work was done in all 
these institutions during the year under report. 


558. Veterinary Hospital. Thp usual return of animals 
treated in the hospital, during the year under report, will 
he found in the appendix. The number of cases treated 
in hospital was 166 as against 183 in 106L The decrease 
is only apparent while in reality there was an increase, as 
the actual number of ordinary cases treated in 1064 was 
140, after deducting the largp number of cases of rinder¬ 
pest brought in that year for treatment. 


559. Of the total admissions, 73 were iu-patients and 93 
out-patients. 150 cases were discharged cured, 2 relieved, 
one pronounced incurable, 8 died, one was destroyed, and 
4 remained under treatment at the close of the year. Of 
.the 8 deaths, two resulted from tetanus and one from each 
of the following :—cerebrospinal fever, diarrhoea, dysentery 
hydrophobia, parturition and pneumonia. 


560. Five bullocks and 4 dogs underwent operations 

for the removal of tumours and warts, and 13 horses and 
ponies were gelded. All the operations were successfully, 
performed. “ 

561. The fees'reeovered for veterinary advice, treat¬ 
ment and stabling charges amounted to its. 87-14-,, as 
against Its. 53-14-*-,, in 1061. As usual, a large number of 
cases was treated free, only 29 having been charged for.. 

562. There was no fatal epidemic as in the previous 
year. A few cases of eczema epizootica and' variola • 
vaccinia.were brought into hospital for treatment.

Visit of Ills Royal Highness Prince Albert Vidov . 

of Wale*. ' . 

564. His Royal Higlmess Prince Albert Victor of Wales 
having graciously accepted an invitation from His High¬ 
ness the Malia Rajah to pay a visit to this State during 
His Royal Highness’ Indian tour,His Highness commanded 
the Dewan to make all necessary arrangements for the 
journey, reception and entertainment of the distinguished 
visitor! and personally watched their progress, the occasion 
being one of deep interest to His Highness, as he was the 

.•first of his dynasty to have the honor of receiving in his 
territories a’Prince of the blood Royal of England. The 
.Dewan at once set-to work vigorously in consultation with 
the British Resident, Mr. Hannyngton, who very kindly 
laid out the programme and from time to time suggested 
or advised in .all the details of the arrangements. 

■564. On the -Chief Engineer was naturally devolved 
the duty of putting in order all the mountain roads and. 
bridges which the Prince had to use, the repair of the 
Residency and other buildings -in Courtallom, and the 
erection and furnishing of the camps at the shooting 
grounds, with much other work. Considering how limited 
was. the notice given, the department'simply surpassed 
itself in 'completing all their ’arrangements in due time and 
the .work done, especially the erection, furnishing and 
decoration of the camps in the heart of the forests, and that 
in a very artistic manner, elicited marked approval. 

565. To Mr. Bensley, the Superintendent of Police, was 
given the d nty of tracking and watching game, and so well did 
lie discharge it that His Royal Highness was able to come- 
across a small herd of elephants and to kill a bison (a large 

' bull) with his own gun, besides smaller game. One of the 
party.(Captain Hervey) was also able to'bag an elephant. 

566. Mr. Perguson, Assistant Superintendent of Police, 
undertook the posting of horses’ and carriages, both those’ 
belonging to His Highness the Malia Raj air and the ton¬ 
gas engaged from Mr. Brown of Ootacamund, and he was 



so successful that not a hitch occurred anywhere, and the 
journey throughout was accomplished in comfort ancl safe¬ 
ty, His Royal Highness and party arriving at the ap¬ 
pointed stations in proper time. 

•567. To the success of all the domestic and messing 
arrangements we are deeply indebted to the kindness-of 
Mrs. Haunyngton, who spared herself no trouble in person¬ 
ally directing and superintending all the. details. 

568. The Dewan Peisliear, Quilon, provided the means 
of ..conveyance for men and things and such supplies as 
were locally available. 

569. Eight tongas, each drawn by a pair of horses with 
posted relays, were engaged from Mr. Brown of Ootacamund • 
. who sent out the best he had ancl came clown himself to 
superintend the working. These tongas.brought up the 
Prince’s suite and servants, His Royal Highness him¬ 
self driving in a special carriage belonging'to His High¬ 
ness the Maha’Rajah and built for the occasion. It was 
drawn -by. horses supplied from the Royal Mews and the 
Cavalry lines, relays being posted at every, stage. All 
were ready in Tinnevelly against the Prince’s arrival there. 

570. The necessary stores and provisions were obtained 
from Madras and Bangalore. 

571. His Highness the Malia Rajhli, attended by the 
Dewan and other officers, left 'Trevandrum on the 28th 
November and arrived at Oourtallam on the night of the 
1st .December to receive His Royal Highness there, just 
beyond the frontiers of his own dominions. His Highness 
travelled by Quilon, Kottarakaray, Poonalore and Arien- 


572. Before the Prince’s arrival, the road to Oourtallam 
and the grounds of the Residency there, which belong to 
His Highness’' G-overnment, -were decorated with triumphal 
arches ancl bunting. Efhd looked very bright and gay. The 
roads from Oourtallam to Shencottah and on to the shoot¬ 
ing camps at Oolathoorpula and Madathuracany were simi¬ 
larly decorated. 
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676. His-Royal Highness arrived at tlie Residency at 
. 11-00 a. in. on the 3rd December attended by Sir Edward 

■ Bradford, Captains Holford and Hervey and Dr.' Jones, 
and on alighting from his carriage was received by His High¬ 
ness tlieHaha Rajah with whom were Mr. andMrs.Hannyng- 
ton, the Dewan and other gentlemen, European and Native, 
who had assembled at the Residency for the occasion. 

■ After the principal officers were presented to His Royal 
Highness and a brief conversation, His Highness returned 
to his Palace and breakfast was served at the Residency 
shortly after. Breakfast over, the Prince spent some time 
in looking- at some elephants and some of the products 
and manufactures of the. country, which the Dewan had 
collected for his inspection. He was much interested in a 
very young elephant. In the. afternoon, His Royal 
Highness paid a Visit to the Maha Rajah at his Palace 
where he was received by His Highness with all due honor. 
Later on, Plis Royal Highness drove through,the town 
and inspected the large Pagoda and tlie celebrated water¬ 
fall just beyond it. The fall Was brilliantly lit up with 
bhutties, colored lights and Chinese lanterns and produced 
a very pretty effect. The lights on the hill above ■ the fall 

.and on the.overhanging ledges could be seen for a great 
distance. The Pagoda itself, His Highness’ Palace, the 
Residency, the Dewan’s house &c. and the streets were 
also illuminated. 

574. At the dinner at the Residency in the-evejiing, 
ITis Highness the -Malia Rajah was present and proposed 
the- health of his 'illustrious guest, to which His Royal 
Highness the Prince cordially responded. His Highness 
spoke as follows:—“ This is the first occasion on which 
“ any ruler of Travancore has been privileged to receive 
“and* to entertain'a member of the Royal Family of 
“ England and I rejoice that it has fallen to my lot to do 
“ so: I thank Your Royal Highness .most cordially for 
“ doing me this honor and we welcome you with all the 
“ heartiness which springs from the deep loyalty and de¬ 
motion we bear to your fevered grandmother and your 
“ illustrious parents.. I hope that ■Yoyr Royal Highness’ 
“ tour will be enjoyable and that you will find good sport 
“ jii Travancore. I "wish Your Royal Highness health, 
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“ success and every happiness. ” After dinner there was 
a display of fireworks manufactured partly by natives of 
Travancore and partly By men got down from Madras. It 
was pronounced to be a'great-success. - 

575. After early tea the next morning the Prince and 
party started for their first camping ground on the hills at 
Colathoorpolay, accompanied By the Resident. On the. 
following day, 5th, His Highness the Maha Rajah left 
Courtallum ©n his return journey to Tfevandrum, the 
Dewaii staying behind till the Prince’s return and depar¬ 
ture. After some shooting at Colathoorpolay, the Royal 
party proceeded to the second camp at Madathoray where 
His Royal Highness sighted -a herd of elephants, but it 
was rainy and very late in the evening so that the Prince 
had no chance of shooting any. • The next day,'after the 
Prince had started for the third camp on the Patnas, Captain 
Hervey, one of the gentlemen of the suite, was able to kill 
one. At the Batnas, His Royal’ Highness bagged a large 
bull bison, the head of which with the horns was preserved 
and sent home. Smaller game was also killed. The camp 
■ at this place was kindly got up by Mr. Valentine', a coffee 
planter in the neighbourhood.' The road to the camp was 
also attended to by him and Mr. Marshall, another planter. 

576 On the 10th December, His Royal Highness and 
party returned to. Courtallum and, resting there for £he 
night, started for 'Tinnevelly the next day after breakfast, 
driving in the same carriages that brought them up. 

577. Thus ended a memorable event in the annals of 
Travancore. The Prince, it is believed, was very pleased 
with this visit and wrote to His Highness .the Maha Rajah, 
to say so, expressing his acknowledgments of the attention, 
shown. 

578. Where all did their very best to contribute to tho 
success for aii occasion like this, it might be invidious to 
single out any one for special praise. But this section 
cannot be concluded without recording the thanks due to 
Mr. Jacob,-as the head of the Public Works Department, 
on whom devolved the chief responsibility and care of all 
that was entrusted to him, to the first Executive Engineer 
Mr, Horsley, to Mr. Bensley, Mr. Ferguson, Mr. Nagam Ijyeu 
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arid all Government servants who worked under them, 
and to Mr. Valentine and to Mr. Marshall who, though not 
*in the service, cheerfully rendered valuable assistance. To 
the Resident, to whom we are deeply indebted not only for 
direction and advice on the main lines of the arrangements 
but for much of the details, and to Mrs. Hannyngton, to 
whose thoughtful tfud unsparing efforts much, of the sue-' 
"cess of the entertainment is due, it may perhaps bo' out of 
place for me as. the minister of the Native State to offer 
thanks where their own Prince was concerned. 

His Highness the Malta Rajah's tour lo Madras, 
Benares, Calcutta.and Upper India. 

•579. Birring the year under report, His-Highness the 
Malta Rajah proceeded on a tour to Northern India leaving 
Trevandrum gt- 8 r. or. on the 27th January 1890. He 
was accompanied by the Dewaii Mr. T. Rama Row and 
other officers from the Palace and the lluzur. Mr. Harinyng- 
ton, the British Resident and Surgeon-Major Esmonde- 
Wliite, the Durbar Physician, joined His Highuegs’ camp, 
at Madras. After touching at Quilon, AmbalapSlay and 
Vycoine, His ftighneas arrived for supper on the '30th at 
Ernacolum the capital of Native Cochin, where ho was 
invited by liis friend the Ruler of that State. The members 
'of the Cochin Royal Family and-the local officers, both 
European and Native, assembled at the landing place and 
received His Highness most cordially. He was escorted 
in procession to the Palace of His Highness the. Rajah 
where, after a hearty welcome and the interchange of greet¬ 
ings between the two friends, His Highness adjourned to the 
Palace appointed for liiim When supper was over, there was 
a display of fireworks. ’ Leaving Ernacolum at 10 r. m., 
Shoranore was reached on the 1st February after a halt at 
Paroor and Trichoor en route. The arrangements foy the 
journey from Trichoor to Shoranore, made by the Cochin. 
Government, were most comfortable. The Cochin Dewan 
accompanied His ’Highness' to Shoranore, where taking 
leave of him and other officers at noon on the 2nd, His 
Highness took the train and reached Madras on the 4th 
at 7-15 r. m. after- halting at Erode on the 3rd. -The 
Chief Secretary to the Government with an Aide-de-camp 
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from Government House received His Highness at the 
Railway station and drove-with His Highness and the Resi¬ 
dent to. His Highness’ residence, in the Governor’s carriage 
escorted by a body -of troopers. There was the uslial 
guard of honor on the platform and’at His Highness’ resL 
jienoe, and the.customary salute was fired. Many Euro¬ 
pean and Native friends of His Highness also' assembled 
at the station to welcome him. "A visit was paid to His 
Excellency the Governor at Guindy the same day and His 
Excellency returned the visit the next day, the usual cere¬ 
monies being observed on both occasions. His Highness 
received every mark of attention from the. Government 
during his stay in Madras. ; 

580. His Highness left Madras on the night of the 7th 
and, after halting one day each at Gooty, Sholapur, Nassick 
Klmndwa, Jubbulpoore and Allahabad, reached Benares oil 
the 14th at 5 a. jl. Here, Ilis Highness was the guest of 
His Highness the Malia Rajah of Vizianagram whose 
'agent,' Dr. Lazarus, carefully provided for the comfort of 
the guest, and suite. During the stay there, His Highness, 
the Malia Rajah of Benares paid a visit to His Highness 
which was duly returned. 

581. From Benares His Highness proceeded to Gya 
and Patna and finally reached Calcutta on the 22nd Febru¬ 
ary at 7-30 a. m., and was received by the Under-SecVetary 
to Government, Foreign Department, and an Aide-de-camp,, 
with all the usual honors due to his rank*. During the fore¬ 
noon of the same day', a deputation from His'Excellency 
the Viceroy, composed of tjie 'Under-Secretary and an 
Aide-de-camp, called on His Highness and enquired after 
his health. The next day (23rd) His Highness paid a 
State visit to His Excellency accompanied by the Resident 
and attended by the Dewan and the Durbar Physician. 
On the' 24th the.Viceroy returned the Maha Rajah’s visit, 
the customary ceremonies being observed on both occasions. 
His Highness also paid a private visit to Ilis Excellency. 
During his'stay in the capital .of British India, sliprt as it 
was, Iiis Highness visited every important institution. 

582. Leaving Calcutta on the evening of the 28tli 
February, His Highness visited Patna, Ayodya, Lucknow, 
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Delhi, Agra, Allahabad, Jub'bulpore, Khundwa, Nassick,' 
.Sholapur, Gooty and Vellore and reached Shoranore on the 
16th March, halting at each of the above, stations one day 
excepting at Agra, where he stayed two days, inspecting 
the Taj and other monuments. At Shoranore, His Highness 
was met by the Cochin Dewan, Avho, on .behalf of his« 
Sovereign, welcomed His Highness back to the Native State. 

583. At every station through which His Highness 
passed, marked attention was paid to him, the citizens pre¬ 
senting addresses of welcome and holding garden parties 
&c. 

584*. As on the-onward journey, His Highness was 
invited to Ernacolum by the Cochin Sovereign, in whose 
company he spent another couple of happy hours. Ar¬ 
rangements for the journey made by the Cochin Govern-- 
ment were, as before, all that could be desired, and the 
reception and entertainment the most friendly. The two 
Rulers had thus another opportunity for cementing a. friend- ■ 
ship which had existed for years, when both w,ere heirs 
apparent. 

585. Leaving Ernacolum on the 17th, His Highness 
reached Trevandrum on the morning of the 23rd to the 
■ great joy of dispeople, who testified to it by erecting arch¬ 
es and pandals, presenting addresses .and gathering in 
large crowds to welcome their Sovereign back to his capi¬ 
tal. Thus ended the longest tour undertaken during, the 
present reign, and it is a matter for much thankfulness that 
it was accomplished without a mishap or casualty;
